Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections made in the office action mailed 
on March 1, 2006 have not been overcome. Applicants' arguments that the support of the Whitt patent is not extendable along opposite 
sides of the knee are not persuasive. Whitt discloses that restrainer members 13 slidingly engage member 20, thus making arms 29 
extendable along opposite sides of the knee. "Extendable" is taken to mean an increase in width between the arms. Further, the 
definition of "lower leg" is not really pertinent since the Whitt device is capable of performing the function recited by the Applicants in 
lines 7-9 of claim 19 as discussed in the final rejection. 

Regarding the rejections of claim 9-16 as being obvious over Fowler (US 6,190,312) in view of Fowler (US 5,964,698) and Grieshaber 
(US 4,813,401), Applicant argues that there is no teaching to attach the retractor frame 12b of Fowler (US 6,190,312) to a table, it is 
noted that Fowler (US 6,190,312) clearly discloses that the frame can be a conventional retractor frame (col. 6, lines 50-52). Grieshaber 
(US 4,81 3,401 ) teaches attachment of a conventional retractor frame to an operating table.
